VII. There are tunny historical rar- 
tlculftr* nt sreat lutoicut that mlgbt 
bo gathered about tlie Commandant's 
eongff. Wo will give a fen, while hop- 
ing that a more satisfactory treat- 
ment of this subject Uiuy be under- 
taken before long. 

The Claptou Congrcas Hall woe 
opened In March, 1882, and " My heart 
Ik now whiter than biiuiv " was sung 
there tor the first time In one of .'those 
opening uu>eth>gN, proving a very 
icreat succetw, ouc of the earliest lu 
thv long line ol tin' Cmumnndaiit's 
Duccesscs In putting new words to 
iecuiur tunes. 

Xbo song with tbe chorus, " He gave 
mo Joy where once was woe," »wns 
wrltteu lu November, 188a, during one 
of th<: H'ltml sRvcre attacks ol rheu- 
matic lever through which the Com- 
mandant hut) bean called to pass, 

About the middle of 1883 was writ- 
tcn " Jesua is strong to deliver," and 
was perhaps the earliest Miiocess of 
note by the Cummnndnnt ae poet and 
muslclun combined. 

" Oh, I'm glnd I'm ready " was com- 
posed for Comr. Rnilton's marrlngt* nt 
i:*elcr Hall, January 17, 188-L 

" Spoak, Snvlour, speak," au exquis- 
ite song, around which a marvellously 
rl.cli cluster of spiritual associations 
bait gathered, was written early In 
1881, and was mado kuuwu widely, 
with several other new things of tbe 
time, by the Songsters, under the Com- 
iiuindant's Icadersiiip. 

Tlio Tavourlto flong Scries (tbe fore- 
runner of tho Musical Salvationist) 
reached Its fourth number In Decem- 
ber. 188D. This was a Christmas Is- 
sue, and Is memorable as havlug given 
to the world for the first time the 
songs, "I lisve a Saviour Who's 
mighty lo keep," " Onward, yes, on- 
ward," "TJie Golden Street"— songs 
which were composed for thin spec- 
ial numlipr of the rnvourlto Song 
Series. 

Tho great lutcrnatLotiul Congress of 
May. 1884, was marked by the Intro- 
duction of several now songR thnt live 
to-day, among them being, " Down At 
tho fountain." 

" Tho penitent's pica," or " Grace 
tlwre 1h," was written for the Christ- 
mas nuinlior of "All the World" far 
1S80. Tlio tuno of tlic rente had lieen 
coiuiKineil some 18 months before, but 
put aside by tho Coiiinntndant no be- 
ing scarcely suitable in any form for 
an Army song. In the midst of great 
pressure of work. In November of 
1880, the urgent request reached the 
Oomtnamlaat, from Major Swift, that 
he would- do u song for liar Christmas 
Number. Several efforta were made 
to meet thi' request, but without re- 
sult. It hud come to the lost dny 
that the prlutoru could wait, and yet 
no song was forthcoming, although 
some Kketches had been put down ou 
paper. TImj present writer had tbe 
duty of waiting nn the "oiumainluut 
our- dark, gloomy November evening 
to got the flual decision on the song. 
Tho Commandant paced his room to 
and fro ; his old and unused tune 
wniihi force Itself ou his attention; 
Homo rough vorsos had been sketched, 
hut what about the chorus? A lieau- 
tlftil turu wns given to tho original 
ulr, making the charming contrast be- 



'lirace there Is my every debt to pay" 
was slowly pnt together aa the Com- 
mandant walked to and fro, and an 
the present writer played the tone up- 
on too orgau In tbe room at tbe Com- 
mnndnnt'6 request, to keep hla mind 
In th» right mood. Aft«r tbat tncrir 
was ii halt, nnd then the vague feel- 
ing took a definite form In the elem- 
ent lint;—" Blood to wash my every 
sin away." which was ngalu followed 
by hesitation, difficulty and effort. 
Tho tune still went on, <uui as the 
antes rose and fell In n :'cv. moiueut" 
uloi** Lht* third liiu>, wit*: »n eagrr 
hand, was hastily pnt on paper — 
" Poner to keep iu« spotless day by 
day." nnd, witli n feeling of trlnutih 
won, the closing words were added, 
"For me. for me"; and thn« ttm< 
"•.•mleriul chorus grew and went 
forth from tin* darkncii of that 
November nlghtof 1SS9, to carry light 
and hojit* uad waruith, with eon! com- 
fort, to 1*ns of thomuindi,. 

Take Hnotber remarkable incident of 
a somewhat similar character. Mrs. 
Eooth was dying all through tbe sum- 
mer ol 18!»0. *nic end was seen to 
bo approaching' tn the beginning ol 
AngnBt ol that year. Tbe Comtaand- 
roandajit saw that It was his pafnfni 
duty to make some arrangements for 
the funeral of his dearly-loved mother, 
particularly with respect to appropri- 
ate funeral music lor the bands to 
pluy. A Donblo Funeral Band Journal 
was planned, for which tile Command- 
ant had promised a funeral marcJi. 
Anxiety, ceaseless toll, nil kinds ol nn- 
forseen demands on his time nnd at- 
tention, prevented that promise belug 
fulfilled. Again tbe printers had reach- 
ed the limit of time for watting, end 
yet no Idea for the funeral march bad 
come. The present writer once more 
had to wait npon the Commandant, 
finding him weary, perplexed, with one 
officer and another Interrupting onr 
Interview ou Important questions, 
while wc spoke of the wanted march. 
it seemed hopeless to expect that any- 
thing rould be douv In time, at least 
anything worthy tbe occasion- At 
length, as tbe dark shadows of the 
night fell upon the room, the Ccm- 
inandanL snt "'. the organ n» a kind 
of rest from his thought*, and said, 
ns be tourhH.1 the keys, "What I 
m anted to make was a tnarcb some- 
thing like this." He played, the un- 
locked fpnling of his soul rushed forth. 
uml he went forward from bar to bar, 
while the present writer sat a* closr 
lo the niudow as possible to catch 
tho fust failing light, to put <h»wn the 
inuEilc as It was proceeding from tfce 
organ, and fn nstonWinnsit be found 
tluit almost without a- change of a 
note wlmt. was flayed nnd what was 
put on paper thnt E-sht was the Com- 
mandant's now ccvebratroi lunerfll 
march, called " 1'romoteil to Glory." 
Surely Goil enroc near to help and In- 
spire Ills child with ttose thongbtn 
of music that lie wished to place as 
a wreath lieforc the coffin of bis de- 
parted mother. 

We have n iready exceeded tbe space 
for this article, bat tlicra is ssach 
ii:,ore that cosld be wrttteffl, bet we 
trmit sufficient has "leen given to in- 
dicate the rcry high opinion we bob!

A 
good ,self-£upportlng Junior Soldiers* 
corps was built np, In sp!to of tbc 
florcest perffecntLona on tbe streets, 
and many Itttlo Jems then picked up 
have since gone borne to glory, leav- 
ing bright testimonies behind them. 
Hero my "health brake down, and 1 
applied to the General for six months' 
rest to go borne, but be pnld " If I was 
ujjoIosb, for Mvea years I should be 
cared for, but boiao I onald ant gr.,'' 

IYtkovcr Uttrracke, Bradford, was 
next. I can bardly desciibe tblflss 
Jiero. Altbougb It was an old corps, 
crowds wcr© treueodouj. Upstairs 
and do^rnstairs wero packed all tbc 
tlmo; hundreds of eonls were saved. 
And many wonderful caeca were 
amongst tbem. 

After a short rest we were ordered 
to York, aud on tlio nlsrlit of our ar- 
rival wc had fourteeu soldiers ofi tbe 
caarcli. We wore, however, enabled to 
refKrvQte, and amidst all tfio dtut afad 
noise, souls were getting sa^ed. Al- 
though It had boon represented that 
tlie work could not go oo, or officers 
be provided for whilst the work of 
Alteration was In progress, God took 
C«ro ol us, aad IwljWt us to pa> ail 
the debts, and oa the last night of onr 
turm 

TWO HUNDRED SOLDIEUS 
wero upon the marsh, 
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Stockport next. It was a figbt here, 
bnt wo bad thn help cl some of tbe 
most blessed soldiers that ever stood 
in onr ranks. We bad trooblo on 
every band, bnt God gave tis tbe vic- 
tory. Whilst here, 1 was called to tbe 
deatb-lted o! fay latter, cot a'.tbougb 
enable to sec Mm alive, bad good hope 
that be bad been accepted and paved. 
We attended bis funeral In onr uni- 
form, wbicb made a go&d Impression 
on tbe neighbors, and, although It was 
a cross to l£ave t&otner afone, still fol- 
lowed on.
